Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 03 December 2004 fails to comply with 
37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; 
each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all 
other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not fully been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an internatbnai applicatbn 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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3. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Silverbrook et al. (US 6,957,768)(herelnafter referred to as 'Silverbrook'). 

Silverbrook teaches an interface surface or Netpage system comprising a 
plurality of fields on graphical form (2) for receiving user input that is corresponding to 
tags (4) and activating corresponding function when the fields/tags are read using a pen 
(101 ) wherein each tags comprise a plurality of tag data such as region ID, tag ID, flags, 
each layouts of graphical form and corresponding tag Information is stored in the server 
(10) (see figs. 1-9; col. 5, line 8-col. 17, line 61).
